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Borough 
tenants 
facing a 
rent rise 

THOUSANDS of Dudley 
council house tenants are 
facing a rent increase of an 
average 4.6 per cent. 

The rise is the equivalent 
of £3.59 per week and was 
backed by the council’s cab¬ 
inet on Wednesday. 

It’s the lowest annual 
increase for the borough’s 
24,000 council tenants 
since 2010. 

The rent rise has been 
calculated using the Gov¬ 
ernment’s formula, which 
is based on inflation and the 
size and value of council 
properties. 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Shaukat Ali 
said: “The proposed 

increase will contribute to 
investment in maintaining 
the council’s existing prop¬ 
erties and the formation of 
an anti-social behaviour 
team.” 

He said work to replace 
old electric storage heaters 
in properties was also 
planned. 

Service charges for light¬ 
ing and heating in 344 shel¬ 
tered housing properties 
will also rise by 2.6 per cent. 

Meanwhile it’s proposed 
that pitch licences at Oak 
Lane in Kingswinford will 
be increased by 2.6 per cent. 

The council house rent 
increase will come into 
force in April, if approved 
by members of the full 
council on March 4.

PROBE ON TRUST 
IS RIGHT SAYS MP

HALESOWEN’S MP has welcomed a top level investiga¬ 
tion into high death rates at Dudley’s hospital trust - and 
called for a meeting with the team leading the probe. 

James Morris, MP for Halesowen and Rowley Regis, said it was right that Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, which runs Russells Hall Hospital, should be investigated, even 
though death rates there had fallen recently. 

NHS medical director, Professor Sir Bruce Keogh, announced that Dudley was one of 
14 trusts across the country being looked at in the wake of the Stafford Hospital scandal. 


Witness call in 
'self-defence' 
murder charge 

A MURDER suspect accused of stabbing a 
man to death used a knife in self-defence 
because he was “in fear for his life” when 
two intruders burst into a house where he 
was staying, a court was told. 

Ian Swinburne’s solicitor told Dudley 
magistrates that the alleged victim, David 
Carpenter, and another man had come from 
Wolverhampton to the house in Graham 
Road, Halesowen, to “sort out” his client. 

Mr Michael Davies took the unusual step 
of applying for reporting restrictions to be 
lifted at the first court appearance so he 
could appeal for witnesses. 

The court approved the application and 
Swinburne, aged 49, of Stourbridge Road, 
Brierley Hill, sent him to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court where he was further 
remanded in custody on Monday. 

He is charged with murdering Mr Car¬ 
penter, also aged 49, and assaulting another 
man, Mitchell While, on Sunday, February 
3. Mr Davies told magistrates he had “never 
come across a stronger case of self defence”. 

He said: “It is quite clear my client was 
acting in self defence. He was attacked in a 
property where he was staying by two men 
who deliberately came to sort him out. They 
came through the kitchen and the conser¬ 
vatory and, at that time when he feared for 
his life, he used a knife to protect himself.” 

Mrs Lauranne Middleton, prosecuting, 
told magistrates she accepted “the major¬ 
ity” of what Mr Davies had said. He is urg¬ 
ing witnesses to call him on 01384 375437. 


Mr Morris said: “The scandal at Stafford 
Hospital was allowed to happen because 
nobody at that time was prepared to act on 
what appear to be clear warning signs that 
something was very wrong. 

“It is right that the Department for 
Health is taking a much more vigilant 
approach to make sure that patients’ inter¬ 
ests are protected and so I am pleased that 
they are looking seriously into this matter. 

“Death rates at Russells Hall have fallen 
over the last two or three years, despite 
increasing demand for hospital services, 
but we must always do everything we can 
to ensure that we have the best possible 
quality of health service for local resi¬ 
dents.” 

He and other local MPs Margot James, 
representing Stourbridge, and Ian Austin, 
Dudley North, have called for talks with 
those leading the inquiry to learn more 
about their concerns. 

Measures 

The investigation follows findings by the 
Doctor Foster Hospital Guide that the 
number of patient deaths at Russells Hll 
Hospital was above expected levels in 
2011/12. 

The hospital standardised mortality rat¬ 
ing, which measures deaths while in hospi¬ 
tal care, was 111.1 between April 2011 and 
March 2012, compared with an expected 
level of 100. 

Dudley Group chief executive Paula 
Clarke has defended the trust’s record but 
welcomed the investigation to give “fur¬ 
ther reassurance” to patients. 

She said its current death rates were 
“within the expected range” and had been 
showing continuing improvement over the 
past year. 

Mrs Clarke also said the trust had a 
number of measures in place to ensure 
patient safety, including monthly reports 
from ward matrons and clinical staff to the 
board of directors and a “whistle blowing”

Lecturers 
name day 
for strike 
walkout 

HALESOWEN College staff 
have announced plans to 
strike today, as part of the 
ongoing dispute over the 
sacking of four maths lectur¬ 
ers. 

Members of the Univer¬ 
sity and College Union 
(UCU) said they would 
deliver a giant St Valen¬ 
tine’s Day card to the 
school’s management with 
the 12,000 signatures of 
those who signed a petition 
to reinstate the teachers 
affected by the move. A total 
of 75 per cent of union mem¬ 
bers who voted backed strike 
action. 

UCU regional official Nick 
Varney said: “Staff at Hale¬ 
sowen will be on strike 
because of the way the col¬ 
lege has dismissed staff. 

“It simply cannot treat 
people like this and use them 
to mask its own failings.” 

The argument started 
with the dismissal of maths 
lecturer and UCU branch 
chair Dave Muritu days 
before Christmas. Since 
then three other maths lec¬ 
turers have been sacked and 
lost their appeals. 

College principal Keith 
Bate hit back saying the 
teachers had been sacked 
because they failed to per¬ 
form. 

He said: “Where support 
and training has been pro¬ 
vided, the college will not 
condone consistent failure 
to deliver expected stan¬ 
dards of performance.”

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Cabbies' fees to rise despite plea 


DUDLEY cabbies face a rise in 
licence fees - despite a plea to coun¬ 
cillors by drivers complaining they 
are struggling to make ends meet. 

Representatives of local Hackney 
carriage and private hire firms said 
they had been pegging fares for 
years because their customers were 
struggling - but they also faced 
increased insurance costs. 

Premiums were said to be at lev¬ 
els of between £2,000 to £5,000 a 


year. Shaz Saleem, chairman of 
Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation, which represents 15 compa¬ 
nies, told councillors that drivers 
often faced abuse, damage to vehi¬ 
cles and items thrown at them, incl¬ 
uding snowballs and stones. 

“Private hire fares have stayed 
the same for the last seven years - 
but in that time the council fees 
have gone up by nearly £78,” he told 
Dudley Council’s taxis committee, 


as he pleaded with members to 
freeze the licence fees. 

“During the festive period we are 
entitled to charge double but 
charged only single because we 
knew what our customers were 
going through. 

“There’s a part of me that feels 
what we are saying will fall on deaf 
ears. But there’s also part of me that 
is praying you guys will listen.” 

Despite pleas from Mr Saleem and 


Mohammed Ali, representing Dud¬ 
ley Taxi Alliance, the committee 
approved a two per cent rise for the 
licences, which have to be renewed 
annually, taking fees from £221.87 
to £226.31, starting in April. Mem¬ 
bers heard that, even with the 
increase, the licensing department 
would be subsidising taxi licence 
fees to the tune of £96,000 a year, 
although that was compensated for 
by a profit on drinks licensing.

Thousands 
to be spent 
on revamp 
of car parks 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
will be spent on revamping 
council-owned car parks 
across Dudley. 

Council chiefs have made 
a £150,000 fund available to 
refurbish some of the bor¬ 
ough’s car parks. The pro¬ 
posals will see pay and 
display machines upgraded 
and spaces resurfaced. The 
council is currently drawing 
up a list of sites in need of 
refurbishment. 

The cabinet will be asked 
to approve the budget for 
the improvement at a meet¬ 
ing this week. 

Councillor Tracy Wood 
said: “We are currently look¬ 
ing at making improve¬ 
ments to a number of 
council car parks in the next 
financial year, the details of 
which are yet to deter¬ 
mined.” 

The council is expected to 
increase parking charges as 
part of its 2013/14 budget. 

Councillor Judy Foster 
revealed the authority was 
making a loss from its car 
parks because revenue was 
going towards the cost of 
enforcement and making 
parking areas safe. 

She said despite the 
planned rise, that charges 
would remain “very compet¬ 
itive” compared with neigh¬ 
bouring areas.

“The fundamental issue 
with Castle Hill is that it has 
to be run on business lines - 
it cannot be run on a public 
subsidy. 

“Any other attraction on 
Castle Hill would have to 
exist without a public sub¬ 
sidy.” 

He highlighted reductions 
in the subsidy to the Black 
Country Living Museum, 
minimum funding to Dudley 
Canal Trust and payments 
made to Dudley Zoo only for 
the upkeep of the Castle 
Hill.

Cat’s meowtorway adventure

A CAT used up one of its nine lives after sur¬ 
viving a 160-mile journey under the bonnet 
of a van. 

The 11-month-old ginger tom called 
Paddy climbed into the body of the vehicle 
to shelter from snowy conditions. 

But before long he was on a two-and-a- 
half hour journey from Rowley Regis to 
Hampshire, at speeds of up to 70mph. 

Courier Ian Westwater found the cat, 
which had been missing from his neigh¬ 
bour’s house for two days, while investigat¬ 
ing a strange noise. 

“I opened the bonnet and could see the 
cat on a shelf by the wheel arch. It was 
curled up, covered in oil but it was alive and 
perfectly healthy.” Mr Westwater first trav¬ 
elled to Peartree Lane, Dudley, to collect his 


cargo, and the journey in his Mercedes 
Sprinter van then took him along the M5, 
M42, M40, A34 and finally the A303 before 
arriving in Andover, Hampshire, where the 
cat was found. 

Mr Westwater was able to locate the own¬ 
ers - Steph Williams and Tony Weaver - by 
knocking on neighbours’ doors when he 
returned to his home in Midhill Drive. They 
told him Paddy - born on St Patrick’s Day - 
had been missing for two days. Mr Westwa¬ 
ter, a 36-year-old father-of-one who runs 
Bellwest Transport Ltd, has been a courier 
for the past 18 years but said: “I would say 
it is probably up there with the most bizarre 
experiences.” 

Miss Williams, 22, said she was delighted 
to have her pet home safe and sound. 


Baby boy 
died after 
check up 
by doctor 

A MOTHER told an inquest 
of the last moments she 
shared with her baby son 
before he died of a serious 
infection just hours after 
being checked by his GR 

Govind Singh Toor’s par¬ 
ents were told by their doc¬ 
tor the nine-month-old baby 
was battling a virus. But 
their son died from an 
aggressive streptococcal 
infection, which was likely 
to have been present days 
earlier, the inquest was told. 

Govind, who died on Jan¬ 
uary 7, 2010, spent four days 
in Russells Hall Hospital in 
December, 2009, with a 
wheezing condition as well 
as spending New Year’s Eve 
in the hospital before he was 
allowed out. 

His parents Surinder 
Kaur, aged 32, and Santokh 
Singh, 40, of Leighton Close, 
Dudley, told the inquest at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court 
they took their son to his GR 
Dr JS Rathore in Castle 
Meadow Surgery, Dudley on 
January 4, and he told them 
Govind had a virus. 

The next day Mrs Kaur 
spoke to the GP on the 
phone as Govind was vomit¬ 
ing and refusing to eat and 
the doctor suggested hydra¬ 
tion for the baby. The 
inquest continues.

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200 extra 
officers 
for police 

TWO hundred more police 
officers, special constables 
and Pesos will be deployed to 
the front line in the West 
Midlands, following the 
approval of this year’s 
budget for the region’s police 
force. 

Around 100 police officers 
will have their roles taken on 
by other staff so they can 
concentrate solely on 
working on the streets and 
serving their neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

About 50 new Pesos will be 
taken on - ending a two year 
recruitment freeze by the 
force - as well as 50 new 
special constable volunteers. 

The extra cost will mean 
residents will see their 
council tax precepts for the 
police force rise by three per 
cent rise - just under £3 
extra a year for the average 
household. 

The increase will provide 
the force with £65million for 
2013/14 - making up for a 12 
per cent drop in Government 
funding to £492million. The 
force also plans to spend 
£2million from reserves. 

Last week, the region’s 
police and crime panel 
approved the budget follow¬ 
ing a presentation by Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Bob Jones. Afterwards, he 
said: “I am very pleased we 
can now move forward.”

CONSERVATIVE councillors in 
Dudley have voted in Councillor 
Patrick Harley as the party’s new 
leader. 

Former Dudley Council leader 
Councillor Les Jones stepped down as 
leader of the borough’s Tory group 
amid claims of his failing leadership. 

At a showdown meeting on Friday, 
councillors discussed the future 
direction of the party, and a ballot was 
held for the leadership. 

It was originally thought that 
present deputy leader, Councillor 
Tim Wright, and the group’s trans¬ 


port spokesman Councillor Patrick 
Harley would vie for the top job. 

But in the end it was Councillor 
Harley who took on Councillor Ken 
Turner for the post - and Councillor 
Harley was declared the winner. 

At the meeting Conservative coun¬ 
cillors discussed the future of the 
party, which lost control of Dudley 
Council at last May’s elections. 

This was further compounded by a 
by-election defeat at the end of last 
month. 

Councillor Harley, who represents 
Kingswinford South, said he was very 


pleased there was a contest for leader¬ 
ship. 

He said: “To be honest I was 
pleased there was a contest for leader¬ 
ship, as it is not right that someone 
should just be declared a winner. 

“At the meeting we had a frank dis¬ 
cussion about the state of the party 
and we all decided the members need 
to unite and concentrate our efforts 
on taking the Labour administration 
to task.” 

He added: “The most important 
thing is that we unite the group, so we 
can move forward.” Councillor 


Harley said he felt honoured to be 
elected leader of the party. He added: 
“I am personally delighted, and will 
do my utmost to unite the party.” 

The budget and transport are two 
areas he believed people in Dudley 
most care about at this time. 

He pledged to sort out the party’s 
shadow cabinet and provide a strong 
challenge to Labour when the 
borough elections take place in May 
next year. 

Councillor Jones served as leader of 
the party in the borough for almost 
two years. 


Freeze on council tax will 
cut extra £5m from budget 


DUDLEY Council will have to make further 
cuts of £5 million if plans to freeze council tax 
for another year are approved. 

Members of the cabinet are due to accept a £2.2m Govern¬ 
ment grant allowing the authority to keep the rate the same 
in 2013/14.

^Modern engineers fix 
^ Victorian canal tunnel 


IT’S a far cry from the picks 
and shovels which used in 
Victorian engineering. 

Now modern techniques are 
helping to save a famous Dudley 
canal tunnel for the future. 

More than a dozen engineers are 
working around the clock to rein¬ 
force the 1.7mile long Netherton 
Tunnel as part of ongoing repairs. 

Scaffolding on top of wooden 
boarding placed over the canal gives 
workers access to the tunnel lining. 

They drill holes in the wall and fit 
them with steel tubes which are 
then filled with concrete. Steel mesh 
is pegged on to the brick archway 
and also filled with concrete. 

Generators 

Workersuse hand drills as genera¬ 
tors on the towpath flood the tunnel 
with light to give them a clear view. 

The tunnel, serving the Birming¬ 
ham Canal Navigations stretch 
between Netherton and Tipton, will 
be closed for four months. 

Cracks began to appear in the 
brickwork section of the tunnel 
almost a mile underground - 
prompting the need for restoration 
by the Canal and River Trust. 

Regional engineering manager, 
John Ward, said: “It is important we 
do the work because if we didn’t the 
tunnel closure would cut the main 
Black Country canal, which 
stretches from Birmingham to the 
River Severn, in half. 

“If we didn’t do the work the floor 
of the tunnel would pop up because 
of the pressure from the side walls 
and eventually the tunnel would col¬ 
lapse.” Netherton Tunnel, which is 
26ft underground, is the largest

tunnel of its kind in the country, 
measuring almost 27ft wide and 
around 24ft high. Inside workers 
put 20ft-long steel rods on each side 
of the canal which go into the bank. 

These help stabilise the tunnel, 
stopping cracking underneath the 
water and strengthening the struc¬ 
ture above. They are installing steel 
mesh to cover the inside of the arch 
of the tunnel, which will be filled 
with concrete to add more support. 

The main focus for the mainte¬ 


nance work is a 164ft stretch deep 
inside the tunnel. Workers trans¬ 
port materials using boats to get to 
the site and have been using bikes to 
get along the towpath. 

Shifts 

Two shifts of 15 engineers are 
working on the project between 9am 
and 2am each day to ensure the 
project is completed as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Netherton Tunnel has been 
subject to ongoing repairs ever since 


it was built in a two-year project 
which saw it ready for opening in 
August 1858. 

The tunnel, which goes under 
Dudley town centre, was created by 
workers digging dozens of holes fol¬ 
lowing a line and shovelling earth 
out. 

The tunnel was then initially sta¬ 
bilised using timber stands before 
workers painstakingly installed the 
brickwork arch which is still stand¬ 
ing today. 


Measures

Council children’s serv¬ 
ices chief, councillor Tim 
Crumpton, said: “We are, in 
the round, pleased with the 
report and the praise from 
inspectors for our education 
standards and the positive 
relationships between 
young people and foster 
carers,” he said. 

“The report does high¬ 
light areas for improvement, 
including more training for 
foster carers. We have 
actions in place to address 
the recommendations in the 
report. 

“My own observations are 
that foster carers, social 
workers and our children 
form a close-knit, caring, 
family community and that 
we deliver a high standard.”

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Prison term 
for benefit 
fraudster 

A BENEFITS cheat from 
Halesowen who had more 
than £42,000 in the bank 
while claiming payouts 
totalling in excess of £18,000 
has been jailed for 12 weeks. 

David Priest, aged 44, had 
the money banked from the 
sale of a flat he owned - but 
claimed housing and council 
tax benefit for three years 
after being made redundant. 

Priest, of Caslon Flats, 
Tree Acre Grove, admitted 
two offences of making a false 
statement to obtain benefit 
between January 2009 and 
March 2012. 

Mr Gerard Brady, defend¬ 
ing, told the court Priest, who 
had no previous convictions, 
had been made redundant 
after working in lowly paid, 
unskilled jobs since the age of 
16. 

“He has shown remorse 
and great shame for what he 
has done,” said Mr Brady. 

District Judge Ian Strong¬ 
man, at Dudley Magistrates 
Court, told Priest: “This was a 
deliberate fraud, perpetrated 
over three years, resulting in 
obtaining £18,000 to which 
you were not entitled.” Mr 
Tim Holder, prosecuting for 
Dudley Council, said Priest 
had paid back the benefits 
totalling £18,199.

£2.5m spend 
on new bins 


A 90-YEAR-OLD man who was knocked down and 
killed by a skip lorry while crossing the road was a 
Navy veteran of the Second World War. 

Tributes have been paid to Arnold Soulsby, who died after suffering 
head, neck and chest injuries in the incident in Bank Street, Brierley. 
The retired engineer lived in Miles Court, John Street, in the town. 

It is thought that he was walking to the shops when he was hit on 
Arnold Soulsby January 30. Mr Soulsby was an active member of the Black Country 

Bowls Club and the Royal British Legion 
and Royal Naval Association in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

His daughter Susan Rowley, 61, of Grove 
Road, Stourbridge, said that his death had 
left his two children, four grandchildren 
and eight great grandchildren “incredibly 
upset”. 

Mrs Rowley said: “He was a very healthy 
living sort of guy - his death was a massive 
shock. 

“He was deaf and needed glasses, but was 
very mobile and would go out walking every 
day. 

“He was not your typical old man.” 

Mr Soulsby served in the Royal Navy 
during the Second World War from 1944, 
spending time mostly in the Indian Ocean 
before being demobbed in 1946. 

Shock 

Ron Gould, welfare officer at the Royal 
Naval Association in Stourbridge, said that 
Mr Soulsby had helped the branch collect 
£3,000 for the Poppy Appeal at Merry Hill 
shopping centre last year. 

Mr Gould said: “His death was tragic, it 
was a terrible shock to everyone. 

“I’ll remember him for his sense of 
humour and strong Geordie accent.” 

He lived and worked in Newcastle before 
moving to the Black Country in 1975 to be 
closer to his two daughters, Mrs Rowley and 
Carol Woodwood. 

His wife Lilian died in 1995 aged 69. 

An inquest was opened on February 6. A 
full hearing will be held later this year. 


DUDLEY COUNCIL will spend £2.5million 
on wheelie bins for weekly collections. 

They will buy 125,000 bins to replace 
black plastic bags now used and there are 
plans to roll out a plastic and cardboard recy¬ 
cling service to more borough homes. 

In 2010 the council introduced a three-bag 
limit for each property but bins should save 
£250,000 spent on black sacks each year. 

Cabinet member for environment, Tracy 
Wood, said bins would let them make more 
efficient collections and cut the risk of bags 
splitting or being ripped open by animals. 

They would be financed through savings 
from the sack service and be complemented 
by improvements to kerbside collection, 
adding plastic and cardboard to glass, cans 
and paper already collected for recycling. 

Waste and recycling scored highly in the 
Big Question consultation, and they strived 
to deliver the best service. Council leader 
David Sparks said: “Our budget for the next 
three years outlines expansions of these 
services to bring plastic and card recycling to 
all borough households and to also introduce 
wheelie bins for weekly collections.”

Town's book and coffee 
shop is facing closure 


A BOOK and coffee shop in Stour¬ 
bridge is facing closure unless 
someone comes forward to 
rescue it. 

The Well has sold Christian books and 
offered counselling services on the town’s 
High Street for almost 22 years. But its 
director Roger Eames has warned that 
unless its fortunes improve, it will vanish. 

He said: “We are in difficult and changing 
times and the needs of the local community 
are likely to increase rather than decrease in 
the future. 

“Sadly, dwindling resources, increased 
competition and the general state of the 
economy mean that, unless a buyer can be 
found or fresh capital provided to refurbish 
the coffee shop, the charity will have to close 
at some time within the next six to 12 
months.” 

Mr Eames, aged 56, said the book shop, 
run by Christian charity The Well Trust, 
had been hit in recent years by the popular¬ 
ity of the internet and music downloads. 

Meanwhile, the coffee shop had also seen 
fewer customers, he added. 

During its 22 years The Well has also been 
a centre for counselling and pregnancy 
support for new mothers and Mr Eames said 
thousands had been through the doors for 
those services. The shop and cafe employs 12 
paid staff and has regular volunteers. 

He said: “If we go it will leave a significant 
hole because there’s really nothing else like 
it in the town centre. 

“A lot of people who are lonely or elderly 
use it as their second home and have become 
known to the staff.” Mr Eames said the 
shop’s trustees were due to make a decision 
on its future in the next three to six months.

1882, a stained glass window at St Matthew’s Church, 
Walsall, was dedicated to her. 


Plaques play an educational role 


THE blue plaques still play a huge 
huge educational role, says Jez 
Nicholson, of the national 
website Open Plaques. 

“The plaques are very often the first thing 
that gets people to take an interest in their 
local history,” he adds. 

There is a question mark over the future 
of them in London but there are plenty to 
be seen around the Black County. 

In Dudley there are seven such plaques 
(although only five of them are actually 
blue), around 20 in Sandwell, and around 
seven in Walsall. 

Television comedian Billy Dainty, who 
died aged 59 in 1986, is honoured on a 
plaque at Dudley Town Hall, along with 
fellow pantomime star Clarkson Rose. 

Others in the borough include Halesowen 
poet and landscape gardener William Shen- 
stone, comedienne Dolly Allen, and Holly¬ 
wood star Sir Cedric Hardwicke.

Councillor Tracy Wood says the council’s 
policy is that the plaques should be funded 
by the person or group requesting them, 
and this includes installation, unless it is on 
a council building. 

One of Walsall’s five plaques is in memory 
of Jerome K Jerome, the author of Three 
Men in a Boat. 

Moreen Wilkes is chairman of West 
Bromwich Local History Society, which is 
behind three plaques which have been 
installed at landmarks around the town. 

She says securing funding for the plaques 
has definitely become more difficult 
recently, and can well envisage that fewer 
new plaques will be unveiled in years to 
come. 

“In the past there has been lottery 
funding available, but a lot of that has dried 
up,” she says. The funding is there if you are 
willing to search for it, but it is very difficult 


to find, and you really have to dot all the ‘i’s 
and cross all the ! t’s. 

“A lot of the heritage money went to the 
Olympics last year, meaning that there is 
less to go around.” 

It was Heritage Lottery funding that 
helped Smethwick Local History Society 
mark the Millennium by having 10 plaques 
erected at important sites around the area. 

“Our plaques cost in the region of £250,” 
says the society’s Mary Bodfish. 

Dedicated 

Among the sites recognised in this way are 
the site of James Watt’s Smethwick engine 
which pumped water from the town’s locks 
in 1779 to 1891, and the Old Chapel Inn, pre¬ 
viously The Hand of Providence, an 18th 
century pub in Uplands which dates from 
the same time as the neighbouring church. 

War ley Woods, and the Soho Foundry are 
also recognised. 

Historian Terry Price is behind three 
plaques in West Bromwich, all of which are 
dedicated to the Hollywood star Madeleine 


Carroll. 

One is at her birthplace, which was 
financed by the proceeds of Mr Price’s 
history books, another at her childhood 
home was jointly financed by Mr Price and 
Sandwell Council, and a third, at the former 
West Bromwich Grammar School, where 
Carroll was a pupil, was sponsored by the 
Old Throstles Association. 

Not that everybody is keen on being hon¬ 
oured in this way. 

Mr Price approached rock legend Robert 
Plant about installing a plaque at his birth¬ 
place in West Bromwich, but the musician 
declined the offer. 

Mr Price believes there probably will be 
fewer plaques installed in years to come, but 
this is not down to shortage of funding. 

“I don’t think there are that many people 
who are really successful, and we don’t want 
it to become devalued to the point where 
every Tom, Dick and Harry is getting some¬ 
thing.”

Last hurdle 
cleared for 
£24m cancer 
therapy site 


PLANS for Worcestershire’s first radiotherapy 
centre have received the final seal of approval 
paving the way for building work to start. 

NHS Midlands and East has given the £24 million project 
the green light, meaning shorter journeys for patients from 
Kidderminster. 

The centre has been in the pipeline for around five years 

and is expected to open in Hby Heather Large 


Patients in the county are 
forced to travel to centres in 
Wolverhampton, Coventry 
or Gloucester for their 
cancer treatment. 

Contractors will now be 
appointed to begin work on 
the building which will stand 
on the existing accident and 
emergency department car 
park at Worcestershire 
Royal Hospital, in Worcester. 

This news follows the 
Department of Health 
approving the £22.4million 
loan to fund the project. 

Simon Hairsnape, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of NHS 
Worcestershire said: “The 
new radiotherapy centre will 
ensure that the vast majority 
of radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy treatments 
will be delivered within 
Worcestershire, which is 
great news for local 
patients.” 

Adel Makar, lead cancer 
clinician, said: “For the first 
time he people of Worcester¬ 


shire will have a state of the 
art radiotherapy centre at 
the heart of their commu¬ 
nity. 

“Our aim is to ensure that 
every cancer patient in 
Worcestershire will have 
access to state of the art, 
timely, holistic care, locally 
in Worcestershire whenever 
possible. 

“This kind of service 
development and improve¬ 
ment is the archetype of 
what we are trying to do in 
Worcestershire to improve 
patient services both in 
terms of quality and accessi¬ 
bility.” 

It will have five radiother¬ 
apy bunkers, two CT 
scanner rooms, two treat¬ 
ment rooms and three con¬ 
sultancy rooms. 

There would also be 
administrative offices, work¬ 
shops and control rooms, 
reception and waiting room 
areas.

School installs cameras 
to combat metal thieves 


SECURITY has been stepped up at a 
Coseley school after lead was ripped from 
the roof. Raiders struck at Hurst Hill 
Primary School seven times between 
November and December causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage. 

The school in Paul Street has now 
installed a hi-tech CCTV system. All lead 
stolen is being replaced using a substitute 
material, which has little value and reduces 
the risk of more attacks. 

The school is also working closely with 
Dudley Council and the police to prevent 
further thefts. 

Headteacher Caroline Dingle said: “The 
new system will act as a deterrent to would- 
be criminals and we are confident our close 
working with the police over this matter will 


have the desired impact. It has been a very 
depressing few months through the winter 
dealing with a string of thefts when we all 
want to focus on giving our children the best 
possible education.” 

Dudley Council’s education chief Council¬ 
lor Tim Crumpton said: “These appalling 
thefts have caused damage and disruption 
to the school in recent months. 

“This CCTV will help prevent future inci¬ 
dents and by working closely with the police 
we can ensure prosecutions can be made.” 

In the most recent attack on the school, 
thieves ripped 30 metres of copper pipe from 
the roof just before Christmas, damaging 
water pipes and causing water to fall 
through the ceiling. 

Three classrooms were flooded.

£l8m village plans are 
scaled back due to fears 


PLANS for an £18 million retire¬ 
ment village on the site of a 
former school in Cradley have 
been scaled back amid concerns 
expressed by residents. 

There had been fears the proposed four- 
storey building would tower over neigh¬ 
bouring properties. But developer Midland 
Heart has now submitted revised plans for 
the former Cradley High School site to 
Dudley Council. They have now designed 
the complex, which is earmarked for land 
off Homer Hill Road, to fit on three floors. 

Among those who had objected to the orig¬ 
inal proposals was Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, who said he was concerned the 
development would dominate the skyline 
and look out of place because of the security 
fencing which would be put up around it. 

Midland Heart’s deputy director of new 
business and development, Nick Byrne, said 
today: “We are committed to working with 
the local community throughout any new 
development, and we have carefully listened 
to the concerns raised following lengthy 
public consultation. 

“We have worked closely with our part¬ 
ners at Dudley Council to make significant 
changes to the proposed plans. These 
include reducing the original four-storey 
building to three floors and moving the 
building further away from the homes of 
nearby residents.” 

The development will include 130 apart¬ 
ments and employ more than 40 staff. 

There will also be communal areas, such 
as a gym and cafe. The proposals include a 
separate development for 11 homes. 

Jennie Dunn, who sits on the board of gov¬ 
ernors at nearby Cradley CE Primary 
School said she was concerned there would 
not be enough parking spaces.

YOUNGSTERS will be playing detective to investigate 
what life was like for their Victorian counterparts later this 
month. 

Dudley’s Black Country Living Museum is launching a 
new education programme called The History Detectives on 
February 16 for school groups aged seven to 11. 

As part of the programme, lines of inquiry for students 
include gathering evidence from buildings, objects, photo¬ 
graphs, and archives to find out more about the lives of real 
Black Country children who lived during the Victorian era.

Specials chief resigns 

AN award-winning Dudley Special Constabulary chief has 
resigned after being accused of misusing a police force 
Twitter account. 

James Horton headed 65 borough volunteers since 2002, 
after joining at a recruitment event in Halesowen a decade 
before despite being diagnosed with Non-Hodgkins lym¬ 
phoma. Last July he received the Chief Constable’s Award 
for Outstanding Contribution, aged 34, and was com¬ 
mended for his role leading special constables during the 
riots in 2011. He resigned last month after being referred to 
the police Professional Standards Department over alleged 
misuse of his force Twitter account, against force policy. 

No details have been given about how he allegedly 
misused the account.

Prison for 
banned pub 
drinker who 
hit landlord 


A FATHER-of-two threw a glass at the head of 
a landlord who had banned him from the pub 
in West Bromwich and then attacked him 
again, a court was told. 

Andrew Welcome, aged 43, of Pemberton Road, Hill Top, 
West Bromwich, who worked as a security officer and was 
also a scaffolder, first told licensee Kalbir Singh Jassar: 


“You can’t ban me - I will 
keep coming back to ter¬ 
rorise you.” 

Welcome admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
to the landlord at the Hen 
and Chickens, Hill Top, and 
was jailed for 14 months. 

Judge John Wait, sitting 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, told him: “You were 
barred because of your past 
aggressive behaviour in the 
pub. But, in drink, you went 
in and you were challenging 
the licensee to throw you out 
again.” 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prose¬ 
cuting, said Welcome, who 
was known by the nickname 
“Chunny”, used to be 
friends with Mr Jassar but 
had been banned about two 
months before the assault 
after complaints from other 
customers about his 
“aggressive” behaviour. 

Despite that, he came into 
the bar carrying a half pint 
glass which appeared to 
contain his “favourite 
tipple” - whisky. He threw

the drink and then the glass 
at the licensee, striking him 
on the side of his head, 
causing a wound which bled. 

Mr Jassar, who had suf¬ 
fered a deep cut to his fore¬ 
head, was telephoning police 
when Welcome punched him 
on the side of his face. 

Following a scuffle, Mr 
Jassar, who also suffered a 
fractured little finger on his 
left hand, managed to pin 
Welcome to the floor. 

Mr Bernard Porter, 
defending, said the last time 
Welcome had been in trouble 
for assault was in July 1991. 

He had been a regular at 
the pub for a number of 
years before being banned. 

Mr Porter added Welcome 
had been out drinking in the 
area because he had recently 
lost his father, and was the 
“worse for wear”. After 
being dropped off nearby, he 
“stupidly” went to the pub. 

“He is deeply ashamed of 
what he did,” said Mr Porter.

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life into derelict homes 


A HOME refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme has breathed new life 
into nine derelict houses in the 
Dudley borough. 

The £450,000 programme, run by Dudley 
Council and Black Country Housing Group, 
has seen nine houses transformed and 
brought back into use. 

About three per cent of houses in England 
are empty. 

Helen Phipps, one of the first tenants at 
one of the Hill Top Stourbridge houses, said: 
“It’s great to be able to move into a property 
which has been refurbished to a really good 
standard. 

“We approached the council about down¬ 
sizing from our previous property and have 
been able to move in very quickly.” 

The nine houses are in Halesowen, Brier- 
ley Hill and Stourbridge and each house was 
rewired, fitted with new kitchens, bath¬ 
rooms and heating systems as well as having 
the grounds landscaped. 

Rebecca Stevens, development manager 
at Black Country Housing Group, said: 
“Giving these properties a new lease of life 
not only provides much-needed affordable 
accommodation for people across the 
borough, it also helps to improve street 
scenes for neighbours because many of these 
properties had been empty for many years.” 

The news comes as Dudley Council’s 
cabinet prepares to look at a possible 
£550,000 boost to renovate empty homes 
across the region. For the last two years 
Dudley Council has allocated the amount to 
support private sector housing grants and 
loans to bringing empty residential proper¬ 
ties back into use. It has been proposed that 
this fund be made available each year.

£34,000 grant is to be 
used to recruit archivist 


A £34,000 grant will pay for an 
archivist to be recruited to cat¬ 
alogue historic papers belong¬ 
ing to the Lyttelton family of 
Hagley Hall. 

Worcestershire Archive and Archaeol¬ 
ogy Service has been awarded the cash to 
fund the project. The papers include 
details of the estate at Hagley and the 
family’s worldwide activities. 

The papers include details of the estate 
at Hagley and the international activities 
of the Lytteltons as governor of Jamaica 
and a ‘founder’ of the New Zealand state. 

During the eighteenth century the Lyt¬ 
telton family had links with the West 
Indies, America and the court martial of 
Admiral Byng in 1756. He was executed 
by firing squad “for failing to do his 
utmost” to stop his ship, the Minorca, 
being lost to the French. 

Later family members were closely 
linked with former prime minister 
William Gladstone and leading late Victo¬ 
rian politicians and socialites. 

Christopher Charles Lyttelton, the 
12th Viscount Cobham inherited the 
family home in 2008. The archives also 
include the manuscript of the first county 
history of Worcestershire. 

This was written by Thomas Habing- 
ton in the early 1600s, which is said to be 
a significant document in the early years 
of historical writing. A qualified archivist 
will be recruited by Worcestershire 
County Council and he will be based at 
The Hive, Worcester. 


Red rose road campaign 

A ROAD safety campaign is being 
launched in the region for Valentine’s Day 
aimed at young drivers. During Valen¬ 
tine’s week, road safety officers from 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
Sandwell councils, with West Midlands 
Fire Service, will display 202 red roses at 
local colleges.

Eeh-bard-gum tale on tour

Boogie Nights, Civic Hall, Wolverhampton 

ONE Direction are the hottest boyband in the 
world right now but will they still get the fans 
screaming in the year 2053? 

I ask because the Osmonds appeared at 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall in 70s show Boogie 
Nights. There were only three - Jimmy, Jay 
and Merrill - but the mere mention of their 
name produced near-hysteria. The group had 
their first hit - One Bad Apple - in 1970 but 
the fans have stayed loyal. As they sang, it was 
to a backdrop of a video of their career. Their 
contribution consisted of hits such as Proud 
One and Crazy Horses.

The Winter’s Tale, RSC, Stratford,

THE Winter’s Tale is one of Shake¬ 
speare’s least enjoyable plays, an 
uneasy blend of tragedy and 
comedy, but a strong cast invest the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s new 
version with emotional intensity. 

Director Lucy Bailey has moved 
the play to the 19th century, with 
the wealthy inhabitants of Sicilia 
portrayed as Pre-Raphaelite 
romantics whilst Bohemia becomes 
a northern seaside resort with clog¬ 
dancing Morris men and rowdy 
wakes week revellers. The seaside 
setting is enhanced by video effects 
and a huge metal helter- 
skelter/lighthouse. 

The play is a story of jealousy, as 
King Leontes of Sicilia sets in 
motion a terrible chain of events 
when he accuses his pregnant wife 
of adultery with the King of 
Bohemia. Jo Stone-Fewings was in 


turns menacing and pathetic as the 
manic monarch, causing the audi¬ 
ence to gasp with shock when he 
punched his queen in the stomach. 

Husky-voiced Tara Fitzgerald, in 
her first RSC role, was outstanding 
as the wrongly maligned queen, her 
eyes filling with tears of anger and 
grief at her rough treatment. 

Strong support came from Rakie 
Ayola as the one lady of court pre¬ 
pared to stand up to the bullying 
king and Emma Noakes as the ale- 
swigging banished princess, who 
has grown up to speak with an eeh- 
bah-gum accent. 

The Winter’s Tale, running for 
three and a half hours, is a strange 
choice to take on tour but the per¬ 
formances are reason enough to 
catch it. It continues at Stratford 
until February 23 and the tour 
includes run at Stoke-on-Trent’s 
Regent Theatre from April 16 to 20.

Borough sees 'worrying' 
20pc Increase in TB cases 


THE number of cases of 
tuberculosis in Sandwell 
has increased by 20 per 
cent in the past year. 

Council chiefs suggest the 
increase, from 103 to 123 cases, is 
due to the number of people coming 
from areas of the world where TB is 
common. 

They are more at risk to develop¬ 
ing the disease, due to the reactiva¬ 
tion of previous exposure, according 
to a report to Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for health and commission¬ 
ing, Councillor Paul Moore. 

The report says the number of 
cases has “worryingly increased”. 

It says people arriving in 
Sandwell may be symptom-free on 
arrival, but have been infected with 
the bacteria in their home country. 
This is called latent TB. 

Infection 

One in 10 healthy but infected 
people will progress to active disease 
in their lifetime usually within five 
years of contracting the infection, 
the report says. 

Councillor Moore said TB screen¬ 
ing was a top priority since the 
council had taken over responsibil¬ 
ity for public health. 

He said: “It is a big priority for us 
over the next three years. We will 
not only continue with the screen¬ 
ing we do at the moment, but we will 
be looking at ways we can go above 
and beyond what we already do to 
tackle the problem.” 

Cases of TB in Walsall rose from 
47 in 2010 to 68 in 2011, but 
dropped to 48 in 2012. In Wolver¬ 
hampton the number rose from 82 
in 2010 to 92 in 2011, but officials 
are expecting it to decrease in 2012.

More than 70 lorries of memorabilia, 
furniture and equipment from the 
London 2012 games has been stored at 
a 66,000sq ft warehouse in the town. 

And two of three auctions were 
taking place this week. The sale is being 
staged by BFC Furniture Outlet. 

Two more sales will be held next 
Wednesday and Thursday, at the firm’s 
premises in Bull Lane, with about 3,000 


lots up for grabs in all. The auctions will 
take place from 11am to 5pm on both 
days due to the sheer number of lots. 

They were bought by the company, 
which is run by 59-year-old Jim 
Cassidy, of Bloxwich. 

Nightmare 

He explained that he struck a deal 
with the London Organising Commit¬ 
tee of the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games (LOCOG) but it had been 
a“logistical nightmare” to move all the 
items to Wednesbury. 

The lots include props used by Take 
That for their performance at the 
closing ceremony, including drums,

Stars shine bright in 
a night of celebration 


S ome things have become 
inevitable at annual British 
awards bashes in recent years. 
Ant and Dec will pick up Best 
Entertainment Presenter at the 
National TV Awards; Corrie’s Michelle 
Keegan takes home Sexiest Female 
at the British Soap Awards, and 
James Corden will host the Brits. 

There are still a couple of months 
until Michelle’s next award is 
announced, but there’s no surprise to 
find James back on presenting duties 
for Brit Awards 2013. 

This week he dons his best ‘tailor’- 
made suit, and makes a ‘swift’ 
commute in ‘one direction’ to London’s 
02 arena. Chances are he’ll get there 
‘just in’ time, and if the ‘muse’ inspires 
him, will deliver a few witty one-liners 
to camera. And those are just a few 
tenuous clues to who’ll be performing 
here. 

But enough of such Alan Partridge- 
style segues (though they are 
arguably no worse than Sam Fox and 
Mick Fleetwood’s script from the 1989 
Brits debacle). What you really want to 
know is who’s in the running for the 
latest star-studded gong show. 


Well, like 2012’s opening and 
closing Olympics ceremonies, this 
year’s awards could turn into ‘The 
Emeli Sande Show’ if one of the most 
amiable singer/songwriters in the 
business scoops an armful of gongs. 
Aside from performing, she’s up for 
Best British Album of the Year, British

Special MG6 is getting ready 
for big accident mercy dash 

A SPECIALLY equipped MG6 
GT is on front line life-saving 
duties answering emergency 
calls. 

MG’s Sales Centre is helping 
FastAid volunteers in the West Mid¬ 
lands to respond to life-threatening 
incidents. FastAid is a group of highly 
trained Community First Respon¬ 
ders who support West Midlands 
Ambulance Service by attending 999 
calls in their area.

Richard Jay, vice chair¬ 
man of FastAid, said: “The cargo 
space in the MG6 is enormous and 
allows us to carry all of our specialist 
equipment with ease.” 

Ashley Almquest, a FastAid volun¬ 
teer, highlighted another standard 
feature of the MG6 GT SE which had 
proved extremely valuable to answer¬ 
ing emergency calls - the built-in 
satellite navigation system. 

He said: “The screen is so clear, the 
maps are really good and it’s easy to 
use. 

“It can save us vital minutes when 
we are responding to an urgent call 
when someone’s life could depend on 
us getting to the scene quickly.” 

The FastAid MG6 will mainly 
operate in the greater Birmingham 
and Solihull areas of the West Mid¬ 
lands where the charity was set up 
eight years ago. It costs up to £2,000

to train and equip each FastAid 
responder. Andy Jeynes, the West 
Midlands Ambulance Service Com¬ 
munity Response Manager, said: “We 
are extremely grateful to the MG 
Sales Centre for supplying the MG6.

Crisis? What crisis? 

A second successive victory at Livepool 
put smiles back on Albion faces after the 
fortnight from hell for boss Steve Clarke. 

The Baggies arrived at Anfield a club in 
turmoil and left a team reinvigorated by 
another stunning triumph against Liver¬ 
pool. 

If a trying two weeks left Clarke’s side in 
chaos ahead of the trip to Merseyside, it 
appeared someone forgot to tell his players. 

Or perhaps the mayhem simply brought 
them closer together. 

Inspired by magnificent goalkeeper Ben 
Foster and aided by a marvellous reunion of 
their first-choice midfield trio, Albion 
soaked up the pressure before hitting 
Brendan Rodgers’ side decisively on the 
break twice in the second half. 

Gareth McAuley’s header on 81 minutes 
and Romelu Lukaku’s stoppage-time strike 
might have come a little out of nowhere 
after the home side had enjoyed the clearer 
chances. 

But they gave the Baggies deserved 
reward for a fantastic rearguard action, 
encapsulated by a series of magical Foster 
saves including one from a dubiously- 
awarded penalty and another one-handed 
stunner from the same man, Liverpool 
captain Steven Gerrard. 

It ensured a third straight victory for 
Albion against the Reds with six goals 
scored and none conceded. 

After years of Liverpool dominance in the 
fixture, the Baggies are fast-becoming their 
bogey side. 

After a troubling fortnight of player indis¬ 
cipline and unwanted headlines, a trip to 
Anfield - and another landmark victory - 
was the perfect tonic. 

Albion started brightly but they suffered 
an early scare when Liam Ridgewell, 
restored to the team in place of the sus¬ 
pended Goran Popov, failed to control a high 
diagonal ball. 


The Baggies full-back presented posses¬ 
sion to Luis Suarez, who sent a half-volley 
just wide. 

There was a further let-off for Clarke’s 
men on nine minutes when Foster spilled a 
left-foot shot from Glen Johnson into the 
path of Jonjo Shelvey, who found the net 
with a follow-up but had his celebrations cut 
short by an offside flag. 

The Reds went close twice more, first 
when Daniel Agger headed over from a 
Stewart Downing corner and then when 
Downing’s 35-yard piledriver proved too hot 
for Foster to handle, although the Albion 
No.l claimed it at the second attempt. 

The Reds were having the clearer chances 
but Albion were playing their part in game 
played out in a flat Anfield atmosphere. 

And, as the first half drew to a close frus¬ 
trations began to mount in the home camp, 
especially when they saw Steven Reid 
receive a huge slice of luck. The Baggies full¬ 


back tried a left-footed clearance from a 
Shelvey cross, only to play the ball onto his 
standing foot and watch it loop up narrowly 
over the bar. 

The Baggies made an encouraging start to 
the second half but they had to be resolute 
to keep the Reds at bay. First, two vital 
tackles on the edge of the area halted a 
weaving run towards goal by Downing. 

And when the ball broke to Gerrard, 
Foster made a brave block low down at the 
Liverpool captain’s feet. 

Moments later Foster was his side’s 
saviour again when he made a fine, instinc¬ 
tive save to keep out Jordan Henderson’s 
flick. 

The Hawthorns No. 1 was soon back in the 
action when an impeccable piece of handling 
saw him claim a Fabio Borini shot. 

And, moments later, a sprawling block 
from McAuley denied the increasingly influ¬ 
ential Suarez an excellent shooting chance.

Foster’s finest moment so far arrived with 
19 minutes remaining when, while heading 
in the wrong direction, he flung out his right 
hand to keep out an effort from Gerrard. 

The Baggies keeper put the icing on the 
cake four minutes later when he guessed 
right to keep out Gerrard’s penalty after a 
poor decision by referee Jonathan Moss to 
penalise Jonas Olsson. 

The Swede came together with Suarez, 
who went to ground easily, but Foster’s 
denied the Reds as he saved low to his left. 

The Baggies’ Northern Ireland connec¬ 
tion combined with nine minutes remain¬ 
ing. McAuley steamed in unmarked to 
rocket home a header from countryman 
Chris Brunt’s right-wing corner. 

That sent Baggies fans into raptures but 
they were in dreamland when Lukaku 
wrapped up victory, collecting a James Mor¬ 
rison pass and side-stepping Agger before 
rifling home to cap a textbook away display.
